Tonight we meet Carlton and after already 
facing them five days ago you can expect 
tonight's match to be very much like a battle. 


It will resemble our games with Marconi

face them three times in succession. The reason is simple. Tactics play a 
limited role as both sides have already had a good look at each other.

One 
thing that has made a big difference has been the impact of Matthew 
Langdon. Langers was missing for six weeks with a pelvic problem and he 
has made a huge difference since coming back into the side. He has 
shown the rest of the side the way to go and, more importantly, given us 
some direction and a very, very dangerous attacking option on the left. 


Luke Casserly has also bounced back well after a stint in youth league and 
we are getting some quality ball in the penalty box, from both sides of the 
field. | think the sending off of John Perosh at our last home game shows 
that we need to increase the number of people allowed to sit on the 
bench. 


Matthew Bingley did a good job when he came on, although he wasn't 
tested as much as | thought he would have been, but with the current 
system there is no way a reserve goalkeeper can be placed on the bench. 


Modern football dictates that at least three substitutes are needed and the 
amount of times a goalkeeper is sent off or injured doesn't warrant leaving 
yourself short with two field replacements. All around the world the best 
leagues allow teams to have more than three replacements on the bench, 
but only three can enter the field. Why don't we go to that system so we 
can give our fans the value for money at games they deserve? Luckily for 
us, it didn't make a difference but it is something that should be looked at.

orthern Spirit club physiotherapist Bill Collins is a 
Nee mediator, psychologist and 
advisor - and hasn't a university degree to show for 
any of the above. 


What he is qualified at is treating injured players and 
helping give head coach Graham Arnold a plethora of 
talent to choose from on a weekly basis. 


But, according to the man they call “Puppa Smurf”, 
turning on the ultra-sound machine or zapping a sore 
muscle is only a small part of his job. 


“My job is not just about treating players for injuries, | 
can assure you of that,” Collins said this week. “There 
is so much more to it, like acting the mediator between 
the players and coaching staff, advising the boys when 
they come to me and helping them overcome any 
problems they might have - not just physical ones 
either. 


“It's a tough position to be in sometimes especially 
when you have to act as the go-between for the 
players and coaching staff.” 


The “middle-aged” Collins (he bluntly refused to 
divulge his age) has plenty of experience to call on 
too, after extended stints with the Scottish Rugby 
Union, Glasgow Rangers and the Socceroos. 


Born in Manly Hospital, Collins and his family moved 
to Scotland when he was a sprightly 16-year-old. 
During his 24 years abroad, he worked his way up to 
County Level as a more than capable full-back in the 
15-a-side code before linking with the Scottish Rugby 
Union as a physio for a six-year job which took in the 
1986 World Cup. 


Soon after he started part-time work with Scottish 
giants Rangers before moving in full-time during the 


1989/90 season. It was here that his first contact with 
the round-ball code was made. 


And it proved a steep learning curve. Players the 
calibre of Mark Hateley, Gary Stevens, former 
Evertonian Trevor Steven and ex-Norwich custodian 
Chris Woods were hardly going to tolerate a physio 
who knew little about their game. 


“You don’t have to know the game inside out to be a 
physio, as long as you understand sport and 
sportspeople. The more you know the better it is 
though, and | was always learning - and | still am,” 


Collins said.

Away Trippers...... 


The ‘Away Trippers' make their way from the vehicles 
and enter the ground, the group observe the stadium 
and the other supporters, choosing their location 
carefully. It must be a place with a good view of the 
grass, and also within a close distance to a watering 
hole. They then spread their colours, in the form of a 
giant flag, across the surrounding seats, ensuring that 
everyone can see who they are and where they are 
from. 


The ‘Away Trippers' stay together for the duration of 
the game, alternately supporting their team and 
aunting the opposition and their supporters. The 
mating calls of this particular group is often to be 
found at opposition grounds... ‘You light up my 
senses....' and 'My garden shed....' being the most 
common. 


After the game has finished the travelling contingent 
can be found at another watering hole, their colours 
either brightened by the game, celebrating the victory, 
or dulled, trying to block out the match from their 
memories. 


The ‘Away Tripper’ is actually a member of the 
Supporters species. There are currently 16 known 
Supporters species in the NSL, all with their own 
distinctive plumage and mating calls. The plumage of 
the Northern Spirit ‘Away Tripper’ reflects that of the 
team and can be found in a combination of White, 
Yellow, Red and Blue, while the Perth Glory species 
are predominately Purple with splashes of other 
colours. 


The ‘Away Trippers' prepare for a game at one of the 
local drinking holes. They partake of the local brew to 
moisten the throat and help loosen the muscles. 


This ensures minimal damage to the throat and voice 
during the heavy chanting and mating calls throughout 
the game. 


Almost every time the Spirit ‘Away Trippers' visit 
another ground a ritual is born to commemorate the 
trip; BOING BOING, DING DING, LLAMA LLAMA’ 
being one of the most memorable. This one began at 
Mobil Park when Spirit played Gippsland Falcons 
down there last season and is a great favourite of the 
crowd. 


The reception of the ‘Away Trippers' at the ground of 
other supporters has been mixed, with the Gippsland 


Supporters being the most welcoming by opening the 
doors to the ground and social areas, while forever 
trying to lure them over to join their Supporters. 


Away Trippers are often found scrounging around for 
money between pay-days due to the financial burden 
of the almost compulsive and very addictive away 
games (hint hint ) 


An increasing number of supporters, including a large 
number of the ‘Away Trippers' have been seen 
venturing out to watch the fledglings play. The Youth 
and Colts Teams, as they are also known, can be 
found playing at Christie Park, usually on a Saturday 
afternoon. This has been found to have mystical 
healing properties for those recovering from the 
previous nights support of the senior side. 

A word of warning however to the uninitiated. Watch 
the game from the other side of the park from the 
players parents, as they have been known to protect 
their young as fiercely as parents in the wild.......

“I've got great memories of my time with Rangers and 
the boys often have a dig at me for always talking 
about it.” 


Those memories include a European Cup semi-final 
loss to Marseille - Spirit assistant coach and former 
Norwich, Tottenham and England star lan Crook 
swears blind no Scottish team ever made it that far but 
we'll give “Puppa” the benefit of the doubt - and a 
home and away victory over Leeds in the Battle of 
Britain series. 


A move to Australia in ’95 brought about a phone call 
from one Mr Eddie Thomson just six weeks after 
touching down to see if he would be interested in 
coming on board with the Socceroos. 


“The manager at Rangers was Walter Smith (now 
Everton) and he knew Thommo so it all happened 
through those channels. | was only too happy to help 
out,” Collins said. 


That little journey, still continuing under the current 
Frank Farina-Graham Arnold regime, took in the ill- 
fated 1997 home and away World Cup qualifiers 
against Iran. And if you think the players were doing it 
tough tucked away in the MCG dressing rooms after 
the match, spare a thought for the physio. 


“You might not kick a ball but you still experience the 
emotions which go with winning and losing,” he said. 
“That was a tough night for all of us and it took some 
getting over.” 


Collins rates the likes of Harry Kewell, Kevin Muscat, 
Mark Bosnich and northern beaches boy Lucas Neill 
(Olyroo and Millwall) as some of his favourites in 
Australian colours. 


And Terry Venables is the best thing that ever 
happened to Australian soccer. “He is a great man and 


a great manager - it was a pleasure working with him,” 
he said. “He did an incredible lot of good for the game 
in this country.” 


With a runners-up medal to Brazil in the 
Confederations Cup in Saudi Arabia (Collins and 
kitman Nelson Delasio were both ushered on stage by 
Venables to receive a medal from the Prince of Saudi 
Arabia) came the end of one project and the start of 
another - setting up Northern Spirit. 


Spirit officials, including Arnold and chairman Remo 
Nogarotto wasted no time getting Collins on board as 
the fledgling club set the infrastructure in place for its 
inaugural season in the 1998/99 national league. 


Arnold said: “Bill was the obvious target for us being 
such a thorough professional and a local to boot. | had 
worked with him at national level and knew he had 
plenty to offer the club. He was an important cog in 
the setting up of this club and put in plenty of hours - 
and still does.” 


“He's brilliant in the dressing room and knows exactly 
how to deal with sportsmen.” 


Collins’ dressing room demeanor includes plenty of 
humor - dishing it out and copping it - and a keen eye. 
Nothing gets by Bill Collins. You turn up to work and 
he makes sure you do. Whether it be training, 
rehabilitating an injury or the apprentices carrying out 
their duties - Collins knows if you are bludging. He 
forgives but doesn’t forget! 


So next time you see Collins on match night - he’s the 
slightly greying one wearing a cap running off the 
bench to treat players - you'll know that’s only part of 
his job.

n anight of twists and turns, Northern Spirit 
O:: Perth Glory recorded their first ever drawn 
result against each other in a match Spirit should 
surely have sewn up before the half-time whistle. 
Glory were never allowed to settle on the ball and 
get into the rhythm they have exhibited all season 
due to tireless work all around the pitch and the 
attacking display of a Spirit side that looks to be 


Paul Bilokapic saw his free-kick shave the paint 
of the left-hand upright and on a further two or 
three occasions the ball was stopped on the line 
or lost in a last ditch tackle by desperate 
defenders as Spirit run the Glory ragged in the 


Many half and clear cut chances were spurned by 
the home side before Luke Casserly netted his 
fourth NSL goal with 32-minutes on the clock. 
Casserly picked up a loose ball just outside the 
area and glided past one defender before 
unleashing an unstoppable left foot shot from the 
edge of the box. Glory ‘keeper Jason Petkovic 
was left stranded as the ball sped into the top 
left-hand corner of the net. 

Casserly almost added another moments later 
when firing in a thunderous free-kick from the 
edge of the area that had Petkovic beaten all 
hands up but thudded off the crossbar and out 
for a goal-kick. 

Ivan Ergic, the youngster discovered by Glory this 
year, looked a promising prospect and the visitors 
best moves stemmed from him which made it a 
double blow as he didn’t appear after the break 
due to an injury he sustained in the opening half. 
John Perosh made probably his first error since 
coming into the side to gift Con Boutsianis an 
equaliser after 62-minutes. Boutsianis appeared

Two minutes later and the night got even worse 
for the Spirit custodian as he again sped off his 
line to block a bobby Despotovski break but the 
he was well outside the area when the ball struck 
him on the arm. Although the ball once again 
broke to Boutsianis who slotted home with glee, 
referee Brett Hugo had already blown for the 
cautionable offence and produced the red card 
for Perosh and a free-kick for Glory. 

Matt Bingley, who loves to muck around in goals 
in training, took over between the sticks and in 
reality, made only one save during the 28- 
minutes, much to the chagrin of Glory coach 
Bernd Stange, as the visitors never tested the 
stand-in goalie. 


Defender Jamie Harnwell had a header that 
Bingley tipped over the bar in the 89th minute but 
apart from that incident, Glory never used their 
one man advantage. 

Stange said after the match: “I am very angry 
with the way we played after the ‘keeper was 
sent-off. We didn’t play for a win, only for the 
draw.” 

He was equally unhappy with the red card 
incident saying: “The referee has the option to 
wait for a second before blowing the whistle, to 
allow advantage to be played. Instead, he chose 
to blow it too early.” 

Spirit played the side sitting second on the ladder 
and were never tested throughout the match, 
even when losing a vital cog in the machinery. 
Perhaps that win against Sydney United will be 
seen as the turning point of the season?
